Residents Report 
Seeing UFO

At least two nights last week some 
residents on Ft. Leonard Wood reported 
seeing an unidentified flying object 
(UFO). But, as is common place with such 
sightings, there are as many sceptics as 
believers. 

The first time the glowing round object 
was spotted was on Tuesday, July 25, by 
Juanita Love, 35, and her husband, 32- 
year-old Sergeant Gary Love. Mrs. Love 
said it was about 9:30 p.m. when she anc^ 
’-.er husband first saw the object from the 
front porch of their home on Diamond 
Street. 

She described the mass as the biggest, 
brightest star she has ever seen. But what 
she said was so unusual about the object 
was it was moving across the sky. She said 
she called a neighbor to view the sighting 
but tht Mghbor chose to remain like the 
object, v entified. 

On Wednesday night, two other residents 
on Diamond Street reported an unusual 
happening but said they could not confirm 
a sighting. Barb McCoy, 19 and Peaches 
Farr, 24, said a bright flashing red light 
passed over their home at least three 
times. 

On Wednesday there was a severe 
thunderstorm in the Ft. Wood area and the 
women first believed the flashing light was 
connected with the storm, but they said the 
incident happened twice after the storm 
had passed. 

Thursday night, July 27, was when the 
sightings received the most publicity. Mrs. 
Love and Pam Green, 25, who lives at 24 
Diamond, were the first to see the object. 

It was around 8:30 and not quite dark 
outside. The object started out as a small, 
distant glow in the sky and it grew larger 
and brighter as the sky became darker. 
Mrs. Green said the glowing mass was 
circular in shape and had, what she called, 
two triangular shapes on the bottom. Then 
it faded away. 

When the object was in the sky Mrs. 
Green said the dogs in the neighborhood 
began to howl. When the object disap¬ 
peared the dogs went silent. Then at about 
11:30 the dogs started howling again and 
the object was once again visable. 

This time the women used a telescope to 
view the UFO. Through the telescope the 
object looked much the way the women 
thought it did, but there were also black 
lines ruining both horizontally and ver¬ 
tically through it. 

The women said the UFO then disap¬ 
peared behind some houses on the street. 
Near where the women thought the object 
had descended they said there was a 
noficable change in temperature which 
caused the forming of an ice-like dew on 
the windows of parked cars. They said less 
than a block down the street parked cars 
were completely dry. 


A total of eight adults saw the 
mysterious object the first time it ap¬ 
peared on Thursday, Mrs. Green said. The 
second time it showed up only five people 
were on hand to view it. 

Aside from Mrs. Green, Mr. and Mrs. 
Love and Jeanie Horsman, 25, no one else 
wanted their name released for 
publication. Mrs. Horsman also lives on 
Diamond and was called out by the other 
ladies when the object was in the alr v _ 
She said the object looked like the others 
had described but she said it never looked 
bigger in size than a basketball. It moved 
very slowly and had a glow around it which 
was blueish-green in color, she said. 

“It was really wierd, Mrs. Horsman 
said. “We’ve lived on Army bases for a 
good seven years and it was like nothing 
I’ve ever seen. I’ve seen helicopters on 
night maneuvers, but this was different.

ore UFO’S Are Sighted 


Strange objects in the sky 
have drawn the attention of 
more Edmonson County res¬ 
idents during the past week. 

Three persons said they 
saw an unidentified object - 
in the sky in the Lincoln 
Community Monday night 
and a Moodyville woman re¬ 
ported seeing moving ob¬ 
jects in the sky from a win¬ 
dow of her home Tuesday 
night, July 25 

Kelly Meredith, U-year- 
old grandson of Mrs. Carl 
Sanders, with whom he ma¬ 
kes his home, gave a vivid 
account of what he saw about 
9:30 p.m. Monday. 

• We were coming back 
from my aunt’s house on Gap 
Hill Road when I looked out 
the car window and saw 
something that looked like 
an orange star,'’ the lad 
said. 

It kept blinking on and off. 
It looked like it was going 
at the speed of the car, it 
went down behind the woods 
in front of our house and 
came back up. There were 
two objects that came back 
up from behind the woods and 
when we saw it, it looked 
like it was headed toward the 
southeast. Every time it 
blinked it moved upward.” 


Collaborating Kelly’s ac¬ 
count were his grandmother, 
and a cousin, Brian Lindsey, 
12-year old son or Mr. and 
Mrs. Nathan Lindsey, Mol¬ 
ine, Ill., who is visiting in 
the Sanders home. Mrs. 
Lindsey is a sister of Mr. 
Sanders. 

When the three reached the 
Sanders home on Hwy.728in 
the Lincoln Community, the 
boys said they ran in the ho¬ 
use and were too scared to 
come back out. 

The object looked‘jreal big 
while we were in the car” 
Kelly said. 

Mrs. Sanders said the ob¬ 
jects, traveling toward thej 
east stayed along the hori¬ 
zon and then just disap¬ 
peared. 

She estimated the lights 
blinked every two or thret 
seconds. 

"It cound have been a met- 
alic balloon,” she spec¬ 
ulated. 

Mrs.- Beulah Moody, who li¬ 
ves at Moodyville, said she 
saw several objects going up 
and down in the sky near a 
security light when she 
looked out the window at her 
home. She said she watched 
the sight for about 10 min¬ 
utes and then retired. 


Helicopters don’t move in the 
sky like this did.” 

The post Military Police were 
contacted by the ladies on 
Diamond Street and recorded 
the sighting as a helicopter with 
landing gear turned on. 

The ladies then contacted 
Forney Airfield on post to see if 
the military had any aircraft up 
in the area. The flight dispat¬ 
cher who took the call Thursday 
night, PFC Dan Sullivan, told 
the caller there were no aircraft 
in the air. 

He said from his location at 
the airfield he could not see 
anything in the sky but he 
wasn’t saying the caller was a 
liar. “I have no reason to doubt 
the lady,” Sullivan said. “I 
think she really did see 
something but I’m sure there is 
an explanation.” 

Sullivan referred the ladies to 
the State Highway Patrol to 
check if the re w as a copter 
patrolling the interstate. The 
ladies called the patrol’s Troop 
I Headquarters in Rolla and 
was told no copter or any other 
type aircraft were assisting 
them on Thursday night. 

A spokesman for the patrol 
also received another call 
Thursday night concerning the 
sighting. He said the caller told 
him they were viewing the 
object from the WAC’s 
barracks on post. 

Sylvia Plys, 31 Diamond, said 
she and several friends were 
outside every night last week 
except Wednesday and none of 
them saw the flying object. She 
said there were as many people 
who did not see the UFO as 
those who did. 

According to Private 
Sullivan, UFO sightings are 
reported to the airfield at least 
three or four times each 
summer.

UFO sighted over North Shore 


TH - Keep your eye peeled 
to the sky and you never know 
what you may see. 

Last week, at least two area 
residents were doing just that 
and caught sight of what might 
turn out to be an unidenti¬ 
fied flying object (UFO). 

At 11:22 p.m. the Lake 
County Sheriffs office re¬ 
ceived a call about a strange 
looking falling star sighted in 
Finland. At 11:35 p.m., an¬ 
other report came in about a 
bright green glowing object 
that darted silently across the 
sky and then plunged straight 
down towards the earth and 
behind the horizon of trees. 

The man who sighted it, 
who was apprehensive about 
being identified, said he had 
never seen anything like it. He 
had ruled out the possibilities 
of itj being a plane, weather 
balloon or falling star. 


Also in the area that night, 
there were reports from indi¬ 
viduals who reported seeing 
bright lights falling in the sky. 
They felt, however, that the 
sightings could be attributed 
to meteor showers scheduled 
for the area. 

Across the region, UFO’.- 
have been in the news. In the 
Biwabik-Gilbert area, several 
people reported seeing a num¬ 
ber of glowings, multi-colored 
UFO’s. 

According to the Biwabik 
Times newspaper, sheriff s 
department officials and citi¬ 
zens all saw lights in the sky 
above that community. 

The sightings on the range 
were reported to the Wiscon¬ 
sin State Director of the Mu¬ 
tual UFO Network (MUFON). 
The organization receives re¬ 
ports of sightings and close 
encounters and turns the a¬ 


vailable information over to 
scientists. 

One of the MUFON’s field 
investigators, Eugene Lund- 
holm, works out of Superior, 
Wis. 

He was contacted by the 
News-Chronicle and told of a 
sighting and actual evidence 
that might have been left by a 
UFO in the Two Harbors area 
four years ago. 

According to Lundholm, 
there was a reported sighting 
of a craft actually landing in 
the woods between Brimson 
and Two Harbors. When he 
was called to investigate, he 
found evidence of impact as 
well as small piles of a 
powdery substance. 

Lundholm collected and an- 
alized the powder and sent it 
to scientists for further analy¬ 
sis. It was found to be a 
mixture of a magnesium and 


calcium that was identifiable. 
Lundholm said that such a 
mixture is not native to the 
area and traces of the same 
substance have been found 
around the country at reported 
UFO landing sites. 

That physical evidence, a 
close encounter of the second 
kind, lent some credence to 
the story. 

Lundholm said that there 
were a rash of sightings in 
northeastern Minnesota in 
1974-75 and that it may be 
happening again in the area 
with the reports of sightings 
from Biwabik and Two Har¬ 
bors. 

The warning from the 
movie Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind where contact was 
made with aliens might hold 
true: We are not alone.

Seaman’s ‘hair stands up 9 as flashing object

^ LUDINGTON — The people who saw 
1 'ouldn’t say for sure how big it was or 
, what its shape was. They only saw 
£0 lights — white strobe lights mostly, and 

< maybe one flashing red light.

j. ly, sometimes erratically. 

£ The lights were first reported near 
* Ludington a week o<xo Thursday about 
^ midnight. Some fellow called the Coast 
£ Guard Station and said he’d seen the 
0 lights hovering over U.S. 31, then mov- 
«> ing west.

“He said, ‘Hey, stick your head out 
<3 and tell me if you can see this thing, 
£ too,’ ” reports Seaman Don Clark, who 
was just going on watcR at the time. “So 
an me and my buddy looked out, and there 
it was.” 

< The lights were just moving out over 
W Lake Michigan about two or three 
g blocks north of the Coast Guard Station. 
o Clark still has trouble describing ex- 
y actly what he saw. Judging from the 
w arrangement of the strobe lights, he 

says, it appeared that the object might 
be round, almost like a Frisbee flying 
•n its edge. 


“I don’t want to sound like a kook,” 
Clark adds, “but it really made the hair 
stand up on the back of my neck. I was 
thinking, you know, maybe we’re going 
to die right now.” 

Because the lights appeared to be 
heading in a northwest direction, Clark 
and the seaman who was just going off 
duty radioed the Coast Guard Station at 
Two Rivers, Wis. 

“When the call came in, our guys got 
a little freaked,” reports an officer at 
the Two Rivers station. “We didn’t 
know what to think at first.” 

But sure enough, there came the 
lights, moving across the lake. The 
lights approached to within two or three 
miles of the Two Rivers station, then 
headed north where there were ad¬ 
ditional sightings by the Sturgeon Bay 
Coast Guard Station and the Green Bay 
Harbor lighthouse. 

A seaman at Two Rivers reportedly 
photographed the lights. As yet, though, 
no one has seen the prints. 

Based on radio contacts between 
Ludington and Two Rivers, the es¬ 
timated speed of the lights crossing 
Lake Michigan was something in the 
range of 250 miles per hour.

“That’s nothing spectacular, I 
realize,” says Clark. “But it’s pretty 
tough to go that fast without making 
any noise. It wasn’t a bicycle, I can tell 
you that.” 

The Coast Guard’s group head- 
qua rters in Muskfigpn says all reports 
on Llie flying object were sent to the 
main district office in Cleveland. And 
the district office says it’s satisfied that 
the lights were not related to any 
maritime activity. End of investigation. 

The group headquarters in Milwaukee 
says it’s assuming that the object was a 
conventional aircraft of some kind. 

“The indicated speeds were well within 
the range of conventional aircraft,” 
observes Lt. Bruce Tate. “And when an 
aircraft is flying at 20,000 feet or so, 
very little sound can be heard on the 
ground. That’s probably why no one 
heard anything.” 

“Twenty-thousand feet?’’ says 
Seaman Clark. “No, it was more like 15- 
hundred feet when the lights were com¬ 
ing over Stems Park here at Ludington. 

“Hey, if that’s a conventional air¬ 
craft, okay,” he adds. “But it sure 
wasn’t like anything I ever saw be¬ 
fore.”

Fillmore police managed 
to chase down one flying 
object in the city early 
today, but another object 
got away earlier in Ventura 
before it could be identified. 


The Fillmore object was a 
duck. In Ventura it was an 
apparent unidentified fiykig 
object that was seen in the 
sky by a policeman and a 
citizen. 

Fillmore Officer Randy 
Jens said he and Officer 
Max Pena drove to Venturti 
and Central streets after 
receiving a call of a duck 
flying down the street. 

Jens said when they 
arrived at 5:30 p.m. they 
spotted the mallard then 
chased it a quarter mile 
before catching it. / 


The duck was taken to the 
police station and detained 
for investigation of resisting 
arrest, failure to identify 
itself, jaywalking and flying 
too low, according to Jens. 

Jens said the charges, 
however, will be dropped when 
the duck is claimed by its 
owner. 

About 45 minutes earlier, 
Ventura Officer Dave Williams 
said he spotted a strange object 
in the sky above the Police 
Department. 


He said the object made 
strange movements, then 
swiftly moved across the sky 
towards the ocean and 
disappeared. 

A citizen also spotted the 
object about the same time, 
according to sheriffs deputies. 

Deputies said the man called 
the station in Ventura and 
described the object as “a 
bright ball with a tail. ” 

“It just couldn’t have been 
another duck, so the object was 
reported to the UFO center in 
Seattle, Wash.,” a deputy said.

Kim CateS, 27, a construction 
worker native to this area 25 miles 
south of St. Cloud, claims he saw a 
silvery object hovering over his 
grandfather’s fields about 9:30 the 
evening of July 3.

Cates claims this is the second 
time he has seen UFOs in the area. 
The first time was about 6:30 p.m. 
on New Year’s Eve when he 
spotted three glowing objects in 
the same general area. 

Around July 14, Gordon Mylly- 
kangas, who repts grandfather 
Cates’ farm, was cultivating soy¬ 
beans in the area. On top of a hill, 
Myllykangas found the patch of 
dead soybeans. 

Myllykangas was not aware of 
Cates’ alleged sighting, he said. 
He mentioned the patch of dead 
beans to the Cates during a 
conversation and Cates became 
convinced he had proof of what he 
claimed he saw. 

During one of the “dips” the 
saucer made, Cates believes, it 
came close to the beans atjd killed 
them. 

A Times reporter discussed the 
theory with extension agronomist 
Lee Hardman this',week. Hardman 
volunteered to look at thejiatch.

attem in the field based on what 
e was told. When he viewed it 
Monday, he was sure he had the 
solution. 

“This is an ideal spot foh a 
lightning strike,” Hardman said 
as he examined the circle and 
scrutinized the dead bean planes. 

“The plants' are wet and are 
^ood conductors with roots deep 
into the moist soil,” Hardman 
•said. “It (the patch) is located on 
top of a hill and fits the typical 
pattern of a lightning strike.” 

One characteristic of the phe¬ 
nomenon he could not explain and 
left Cates unconvinced. . 

A row of beans that roughly 
bisects the center of the patch has 
plants that died sporadically be¬ 
yond the circumference of the dead 
patch for a distance of about 15 
feet. The plants continued to die 
sporadically, interspersed with 
healthy plants, on both ends oi the 
row, even though adjacent rows 
were completely healthy. 

Hardman admits that he is not 
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an expert in the study of lightning 
and can not explain what caused 
the sporadic skipping in one row. 
That characteristic of the pattern, 
different from an example Hard¬ 
man showed the Cates in a crop 
book, makes the Cates question 
the explanation. 

“It is mighty peculiar,” grand¬ 
father Cates said. 

Since the discover of the circle, 
grandfather Cates estimates about 
100 people have helped wear a path 
to the spot. One of those walkers is 
neighbor Lawrence Olson. 

Olson, 70, was not too surprised 
by the patch. He said he has seen 
UFOs in the area for years. 

“I have seen something,” Olson, j 
who farms just southwest of Cates’ 1 
soybean field, said. “Oh, maybe 
three times. They move by at a 
terrific speed. 

“I never discussed it with any¬ 
one because of the temporary 
condition they would accuse me of 
being in,” Olson continued. 

Olson spotted his first UFOs in 
the area about 10 years ago and 
saw them most recently about two 
months ago, he said. 

Hardman, meanwhile, said the 
university receives between 15 and 
20 reports of patches like that on 
the Cates farm each year. 

The reports are not always 
accompanied witlf UFO reports, 
Hardman said, but they usually 
look like the Cates’ patch. 

“There have been instances 
down in Illinois where the circle is 
100 feet across,” Hardman said. 

Hardman conceded that Cates 
could have seen a UFO and the 
patch could still have been caused 
by lightning. 

“There are many things that are 
unexplained,” Hardman said. 
“But that patch is.”

Signs of the times in Elsberry, 
think it's very serious business

She was standing by the gate at the 
end ot the lane that leads up to her 
house, she said, when she saw “tWa 
thing in the valley. . .down next to the 
road, in the field below the road.” What 
she saw, she said, was “an object that 
had reflectors on it, the kind you see on 
the back of trucks, and they made a 
pattern of light and dark glows. They 
were not flashing.” 

The pattern of the reflectors formed 
"a perfectly made cross — no propeller, 
no tail. It was about 20 feet long... 1 was 
looking through binoculars and 1 can’t 
say for sure, it might have been bigger. 
The crosspiece may have been 10 or 12 
feet, maybe more. I couldn’t tell how 
thick it was. 

“And then it went. Just like that. It 
went from leu to right. It didn’t go up 
into the sky. It was just gone.” 

She is a housewife who lives outside 
EKberry, Mo.; a Lincoln County town 
with a population of about 1,400 that lies 
near the Mississippi River 45 miles or so 
northwest of St. Louis along Highway 79 
just past Lost Creek. 

Marc Hill, a catcher who once be¬ 
longed tp the baseball Cardinals but now 
plays for the San Francisco Giants, is 
from Elsberry. Photographs of the local 
boy who made good in the big leagues 
flank a team picture of the world cham¬ 
pion 1926 Cardinals on a wall in The 
Place restaurant and cocktail lounge. 
Near the cash register in the cafe, a T- 
shirt hangs on display with a sign that 
says the shirts are for sale at a shop next 
door. 

Across the front of the T-shirt there is 
lettering that reads; “U.F.O. Country. . 

Elsberry, Mo.” 

“I wouldn’t buy one of those. It’s no 
ioke to me,” said the housewife, who 
asked not to be identified by name be¬ 
cause she doesn’t want “every kook in 
•he country calling me up and wanting 
to come out here. A lot of people here 
come out here already, looking for the

lights that have been seen around here... 
Some come out and have beer parties, 
and there’s no telling what other kinds of 
parties. 

“I’m not seeking publicity or any 
notoriety. I don’t want any, and I don’t 
see why I should get any if I don’t want 
any. My husband doesn’t want it, either. 

“But I’ve seen lights out here, and 
my family knows I’Ve seen lights for 
three or four years — I’m a sky observ¬ 
er, I watch clouds — but I've never seen 
any lights like these. v 

“I don’t think I’ll ever be the same 
after seeing these. You wonder, are you 
going to die? Is the world coming to an 
end? Is God trying to tell you some¬ 
thing? I just don’t know.. .a lot of things 
go through your mind. But I definitely 
know I saw it. I’d take a lie-detector 
test.” 

City Marshal Jon Livengood of Els¬ 
berry said there had been “a lot of tjf'Q 
ajgfctiags lately,” but that reports of 
Unidentified Flying Objects were not 
new in that area "1 saw three together 
in 1975,” the marshal said, “and my wife 
and I saw one in 1965 .” 

Barbara Becker, who lives in Univer¬ 
sity City, has seen some unexplained 
lights in the Elsberry area. She said that 
some persons living there had become 
used to the sightings. "They’d say, 
‘Well, there’s another orange light. Big 
deal.’ They didn’t think much of it, until 
the animals were found.” 

Carcasses of six or seven cows and 
calves have been found on several local 
farms since the first reported case in late 
April All of the animals had been muti¬ 
lated — some with one eye and one ear or 
a tongue missing, some with udders, 
genitals and rectums cut out “in a per¬ 
fect circle,” according to police reports. 
Some residents suggested that the muti¬ 
lation was the work of devil cults, witch¬ 
es and warlocks from down the road in 
the St Charles area. More likely the 
work of predators feeding on soft tissue, 
said the Lincoln County Sheriff’s Office 
at Troy. 

But Ms. Becker has another theory 


She is a member of the National Com 
mittee on Animal Mutilation that was 
formed about two years ago as a sub 
committee of the UFO Study Group of 
Greater St. Louis, Inc. The subconun;; 
tee “came about,” she said, “because in 
areas where mutilated animals have 
been found there usually is a high degree 
of UFO activity.” 

Liveftgood, the marshal, doesn't 
support either the devil cult or predator 
explanation for what has been happen¬ 
ing to the dead cattle. “I go along with 
the theory of others,” he said, without 
specifically endorsing a relationship 
between the mutilations and the sight¬ 
ings of mange, amber, yellow, red and 
white lights in the area. 

The marshal said he had been told 
that “August is always the peak montn 
for animal mutilations.” He had been 
told that, be said, by members of some 
groups from Colorado, Texas and New 
York who had checked into Elsberry to 
check into the happenings. He said one 
such group member was Walter Andru ., 
from Seguin, Texas, and intematioi 1 
director of the Mutual UFO Network, 
Inc. (MUFON), whom he had know 
previously in Quincy, Ill. Livengood 
described Andrus as “one of the top two 
or three experts in the United States on 
UFOs, possibly in the world.” 

Margaret Arm Watts, editor of the 
weekly Elsberry Democrat, said a 
three-man group from APRO in Colorado 
had been on the scene, although she 
didn’t know what APRO stood for, and 
that Martin Wolf had been in town from 
Newfield, N.Y. Wolf, she said, identified 
himself as the assistant director of the 
Society for the Investigation of the 
Unexplained. Miss Watts offered also a 
newsletter from Project Stigma of Par¬ 
is, Tex. The newsletter cited "continuing 
investigations into the occurrence of 
animal mutilations,” and listed several 
such cases from January through June 
of this year in a dozen states (Missouri 
among them) from Alabama to Oregon. 

As Ms. Becker had suggested, some 
of the residents outside Elsberry have,

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indeed, taken more notice of the lights 
sighted in the area since the mutilation 
incidents. Four were reported between 
late April and mid-June, and It was June 
24 when the housewife began "logging 
the sightings.” 

On a pad of yellow paper, under the 
heading "U.F.O.’s 1R78,” her entry lor 

Aug. \ reads: 

"I pm — TV interference — all sta¬ 
tions. 

"6:10 pm — Tower light is still off, 
has been since sometime Wednesday 
morning Aug. 2. 

"11:35 pm — Tower fight is back on. 
(A sketch of the cross-shape object fol¬ 
lowed). I saw the above light down next 
to road in the field below the road. . 
.time 11:20 pm. No noise, although a 
plane had gone over earlier, or just be¬ 
fore 1 saw above. 

"Must have observed as many as 25 
lights or maybe more for 1 lost count. 

"But they were in a different sky 
direction Southeast to West. Never ob¬ 
served any returning In any direction... 
they were more red and orange than 
usual, some seem to just set still and get 
red and orange to looking like a moving 
star .. 

"Air traffic is just terrific, I can't 
imagine where they are all going ‘talk¬ 
ing about fuel waste’ — Ha Ha. 

“ Saw light (in) East Southeast above 
trees, very bright red to orange, seems 
to be doing tricks or putting on a show.” 


The tower mentioned in the log stands 
on a knob that is more or lest in the cen¬ 
ter of the area in which'the a imal muti¬ 
lations have been reported, rhe house¬ 
wife said she didn’t know what kind of a 
tower it was, but that when the blinking 
red lights at the top went out from time 
to time, the lights she had sighted 
“changed sky patterns.” 

(Highway W runs through a settle¬ 
ment called New Hope, about five miles 
southwest of Elsberry, and continues 
past the tower, which is owned and 
maintained by the Union Electric Co. 
The tower is part of the utility’s micro-' 
wave communication system to south¬ 
eastern Iowa, a UE spokesman said. 
Maintenance reports indicate that one of 
the bulbs at the top of the tower burned 
out in May, he said, and that a circuit- 
breaker that had failed was replaced 
Aug 4 Suck light failures on UE’s 
towers “are not unusual occurrences, ac 
cording to our records,” he said.) 

The entry for Aug. ? in the house¬ 
wife’s log reads: 

"12:00 noon — Neighbor.. just called 
me and said they had a cow down, one 
front leg had been cut off. They had just 
found it. She asked me what she should 
do. I advised her to call the law. Could 
be why I saw weird light Friday night 
(Aug. 4), they heard a cow scream at 12 
midnight Friday night." 

Lillian Vitro said her sor., Tony, 15, 
and a neighbor boy, Angelo Di Bartolo, 
had found a dead calf while they were 
cutting weeds last Monday in a pasture. 
The right shoulder of the calf was miss¬ 
ing, and one of the family’s dogs had 
found part of the leg some distance 
away. 

"The calf was a quarter of a mile or a 
half mile away from the house,” Mrs. 
Vitro said, "and this used ro be a pig 
farm — the ground is rough. You 
couldn’t take a car in there, md anyone 
in his right mind — if he's a human be¬ 
ing — wouldn't go back that far. They’d 
have to walk in, and it’s a mile from the 
road (Highway W) on one 5 de ^nd al¬ 
most as far from the road (Highway V) 
on this side.” 


Mrs. Vitro saiu a relative was in the 
home alone Friday night (Aug. 4) and 
heard the cattle behind the house mak¬ 
ing noises, but didn’t go outside to inves¬ 
tigate. 

She said her husband, Joe, a brick¬ 
layer, “parks the truck in front of the 
gate that goes into the pastures, and 
another of our dogs. Snoopy, is tied up 
by the gate. Snoopy barks at anything. 
And we’ve got two geese out there that 
make more noise than the dogs, but the 
dogs and the geese were quiet.” 

The Vitros and their three sons, Joey, 
17; Tom, 13, and Tony, moved from St. 
Louis to the Elsberry area about seven 
years ago, and have shared the farm 
with Sam Di Bartolo and his family 
about four years. The calf belonged to 
the Di Bartolos. 

Mr*. Vitro said she hadn’t seen any of 
the lights others had reported — “not 
this year, but three or four years ago 
while I was sitting on the porch I saw 
what looked liked a gray shadow about 
dusk. It went up, and then shot off 
straight.” 

Wednesday morning, two days after 
the dead calf had been discovered, Mrs. 
Vitro reported that the carcass had been 
moved four or five feet and the right eye 
and ear were missing. 

"What’s weird, though,” Mrs. Vitro 
said, "is that the tail's back. Tom said 
that the tip of the tail was missing when 
he saw the calf Monday.” 

A farmer neighbor, Robert Taylor, 
said the tail was intact when he saw the 
carcass Monday. When he saw the dead 
calf again Wednesday, Taylor said, "a 
dog or something has been eating on it, 
and dragged it where it is. Something’s 
got at the eye, too; and the ear. 

“What's strange is that there wasn’t 
any Mood on the calf when I saw it 
Monday And look around now; there 
aren't any buzzards. I’ve been around 
cattle almost all my life — I’m almost 85 
— and you usually can find a down cow 
by fallowing the buzzards.” 

In their living room, Taylor and his 
wife, Eileene, said they had lost a cow a 
couple of months ago, and the rectum 
portion of the carcass was missing when 
they found it out in the middle of a field 
after a storm. A veterinarian had said 
the cow had been struck by lightning 
and some sort of animal had been feed¬ 
ing on it, Taylor said. 

“There had been a thunderstorm 
that morning.” Tavlor said, “and there 
was Mood on my cow, but I didn’t see any 
animal run away from it when I came 
up to it.” 

Said Mrs. Taylor: “There’s some¬ 
thing fishy about there not being any 
blood on the Vitro calf. Fishy, strange, 
whatever. No blood.” 

The carcass of the Taylor cow re¬ 
mains out in the field because there is no 
reason to move it, Taylor said It, too, 
doesn’t appear to have attracted any 
buzzards. 

The Taylors never have seen any of 
the strange lights reported by others, 
“but I don’t sit out and look for them, 
either,” she said, and laughed. 

“I say if they’re going to get me, 
they’re going to have to come into the 
house to get me 1 don’t think there’s 
anything coming down from the sky and 
doing anything.” 

The housewife who has logged lights 
“that get so bright you can’t say what 
size they are, or how close they are,” 
said she has “talked to some neighbors 
even now and they don’t see them They 
don’t look. There’s a lot of people around 
here who think it’s very serious. I’ll tell 
you that. There are others. . .1 don’t 
know what they think ” 

As for the mutilations, the housewife 
said, “I think they’ve got terrific knowl¬ 
edge; they leave no evidence and 
they’ve never been caught. I wouldn’t 
want to say who ‘they’ are, but kids 
playing a prank? No way. Cultists? No 
way. Predators? No way.” 

Sheriff Cliston Hilton scoffs at the 
idea of UFOs having anything to do with 
the animal mutilations, or UFOs in 
general, for that matter. 


“1 taik to people about tnose sight¬ 
ings, and I ask them whether they’re on 
aityjdnd of medication,’’ he said. “Pm 
noe^gying these people didn't see aay- 
th ing.-b ut... 

got one call from a woman who 
Said she had chased an amber light and 
it had ‘landed’ over in New Hope. Well, 
we gpt over there lickity-split, and what 
we found was an orange globe over a 
yellow light on the back of a house. 
N<Dody was home, so we couldn’t get 
inside and turn it off, but I went off at a 
distance with a deputy, quite a distance 
away, and then I had another deputy 
black out the light. We’re in radio 
communication with each other all the 
tune and I’m saying, ‘OK, now black it 
out* OK, now let it shine.' 

“Wetl, there are people around us and 
they say, ‘Look, it’s starting to blink! 
It’a starting to take off!’ And they’re 
standing right there by us. They were 
listening to me tell the deputy to black it 
out, then let it shine. But they wouldn’t 
believe it.” 


Another time, Hilton said, he and his 
wife “drove all around those blacktop 
roads. — W, V, JJ, B — and we see the 
figjbts — they're all planes. Definitely 
planes. We see planes around here all 
thd^Ome, leaving Lambert Field with 
their lights still on, or heading in with 
thir big white lights on. They’re bright 
— "sime people might think they’re 
stars. And then they go out. They’re 
gone." 

fine of Hilton’s deputies, Charles 
ColWt, said that, "At a time when we 
were getting the first reports of UFOs 
from Elsberry, I went out and plotted 
qna nf these lights. It went right smack 


dab into Lambert.” 

(One of the approach patterns to 
which air controllers assign incoming 
i at Lambert is called the Winfield 


G«t*. Winfield, Mo., is a few miles south 
of Elsberry Once inside the ‘gate.’ in¬ 
coming aircraft are directed by naviga¬ 
tional aids called intersections, one of 
which is called Hardin. Hardin, III., is 
between the Mississippi and Illinois 
Rivers, almost directly east of Elsber¬ 
ry) 

Hilton accepts the predator theory in 
explaining the mutilations. In Lincoln 
County, he said, “we’ve got a lot of coy¬ 
otes, and umpteen hundred coydogs — 
part dog, part coyote. We’ve got bob¬ 
cats; we’ve got opossums. If it’s good 
enough for Doc Newberry, it’s good 
enough for me.” 

William Newberry, veterinarian, 
lives near Troy and was called in by the 
sheriff to give a professional opinion on 
the mutilations. 

“I’ve investigated only two of the 
cases,” Newberry said. “In the others, 
the animals had been dead a consider¬ 
able time, 5 or 6 days, and the can isses 
were in such an advance stage of d< com¬ 
position 1 wasn’t called in. 

“In one of the cases I saw, a cow died 
giving birth in a field, and the cal! died 
with her. In the other, the Taylor case, 
the cow was struck by lighting In both 
cases, the deaths were ‘natural.’ ! saw 
the Taylor cow about 36 hours after it 
had died, and teeth marks were obvious 
where the soft tissue had been eaten ” 


A dog, or coyote, particularly, would 
have “gone after the soft tissue, and 
some seem to like the cartilage that is 
found in an ear,” Newberry said. 

As for the lack of blood, the veterinar¬ 
ian said that “when the heart stops, 
blood settles to the lowest point in the 
carcass. If you make an incision above 
that level, there is no blood. Blood 
doesn’t run uphill. And after an animal 
has been dead, say 48 hours, blood ap¬ 
pears in tissue in a coagulated state. 
When an incision is made, the bkx>1 does 
not gush out, as it would if the heart 
were beating and forcing it out.” 

There are other post mortem chang¬ 
es” that take place, Newberry said. 
“The soft tissue underneath swells,

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stretching the hide, so that the hide 
gives the appearance of having been 
neatly cut.” Or the appearance of a 
“perfect circle’' as mentioned in police 
reports of the mutilation found in cattle 
that had been dead several days. 

Newberry said he would “imagine 
that just seven or eight deaths among 
the number of animals in that area 
would not be an unusual percentage. It 
is perhaps 1 percent, probably less than 
that. A fellow with livestock figures his 
death loss is not heavy if he has less than 
2 percent in a year’s time.” 

The absence of buzzards (in Missouri, 
the name is hung on turkey vultures) 
might not be unusual, said Jim Wilson, 
an ornithologist with the Department of 
Conservation in Jefferson City. Buz¬ 
zards "probably don’t commonly feed on 
large carcasses,” be said. “That may be 
due to the fact that there is an abun¬ 
dance of road kills that are smaller and 
already macerated to some degree.” 
Smaller birds would peck away at the 
eyes erf a carcass. The calf found last 
Monday was lying cm its left side, expos¬ 
ing only the right eye (and ear). 

Miss Watts said Livengood told her, 
“Coyotes, birds, field mice, whatever — 
OK, maybe that’s right, but according to 
Wolf, that’s a copout — if the authorities 
say this is done by something people 
know about, they won't panic.”

Strange Smears On 
Grass Appear 

“I’ve never seen anything like 
it,” Charles Larson proclaimed, 
poirfting to the black smudges on 
his lawn in the town of Beaver 
Brook 

The smudges appeared Satur¬ 
day morning and Mrs Larson at 
first thought someone had spilled 
grease on the grass The dark 
patches are about a foot wide 
where the grass is discolored by 
tiny black beads covering the 
blades When rubbed off the 
black beads feel like graphite. 

Probably the most curious 
aspect of the smudges is that 
about ten of them appeared in a 
ring, forming the perimeter of a

; sighted near Two Rivers

TWO RIVERS - Sgt Tom 
Gordon, 34, of the National 
Guard Armory in Two Rivers, 
was out fishing late Wednesday 
night when he noticed something 
in the sky. “It was really a 
spooky feeling. I never saw 
anything like that before,” Gor¬ 
don sa id 

What Gordon claims he saw 
while at the east side pier near 
the Coast Guard Station was an 
unidentified flying object And 
there were several other 
witnesses that strongly agree 
with Gordon. 

Gordon, a Kentuckian who is 
stationed here for two years, 
said that at about 11:45 p m. he 
saw several colors of lights in 
the sky — red, blue, and green. 
He said the object was roundish 
in shape and, after a while, turn¬ 
ed sideways and then upside 
down 

Gordon told some kids about 
the sighting Then he went to the 
Coast Ruard Station and told 
some men there. The police 
were also called 
The object went back and 
forth three times, according to 
Gordon He said it seemed about 
800 yards northwest of the tail of 
the Little Dipper. He estimated 
it to be about eight miles away. 

“I kind of believed they 
(UFO's) were out there before,. 
from as much as I’ve read on 
them. But, after last night, now 
I am sure," said Gordon Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. He added, "I 
never saw one of these things 
before and I thought it was real¬ 
ly neat. Now I know they really 
exist." 

Asked if it could have been 
some kind of remote control 
model or a government project 
of some sort, Gordon called upon 
his eight years in the Air Force, 
“I have seen all kinds of aircraft 
and I have never seen anything 
like that.” 

There was also a UFO sighting 
reported in Sturgeon Bay 
Wednesday The Two Rivers 
Police Department, which sent 


an officer to the scene, verified 
the sighting in its police log. 

Two other people went on 
record Thursday stating they 
witnessed the UFO’s. The two 
are Gary Randall, 20, and Doug 
Waogeu. 20. The two witnessed 
the sightings as civilians, 
though both are also members of 
the Coast Guard in Two Rivers. 

Randall, who hails from 
Sacramento, Calif., but has been 
stationed here since Feb. of 1977, 
said, “It is most definately a 
UFO, as far as I know.' I don't 
think it’s a government pro¬ 
ject." 

He added, "I had my doubts 
about these things until the 28th 
(of July). Now I’m a believer." 

It was on July 28 that Randall 
saw .the object for the first time. 
He photographed the object at 
about 11:30 that night, but can¬ 
not release the photos. The 
prints have to be sent to a 
government agency in 
Milwaukee for studying. It is 
said that the photos will be 
released later for the 
public to see. (Three photos of 
the apparent object were shown 
to this reporter. The photos were 
mainly dark, with some land¬ 
marks near the Coast Guard sta¬ 
tion showing up and several col¬ 
ored lights appearing in the up¬ 
per right comer.) 

The UFO reportings brought a 
television crew from Green Bay 
to Two Rivers to talk to the men 
involved. Gordon said he was 
told to tell the truth by his major 
of command. But he could not 
wear his uniform while discuss¬ 
ing the matter. 

Wangen, who has been in Two 
Rivers for six months, said 
before the July 28 sighting he 
"was kind of uncertain about 
UFO's. You have to see it to 
believe it." 

The Pequot Lakes, Minn, 
native said it’s a weird feeling 
seeing an object like he did. 
“You feel like someone's wat¬ 
ching all the time You get a 
feeling of insecurity, sort of. I 
think someone's out there, but 
it’s kind of neat," Wangen said. 
Wangen said that on the 28th 


he could see the object coming 
•cross and saw lights flashing. 
Then it sort of stopped for a 
while, turned bright white, 
began moving again, then went 
straight up and disappeared. He 
added, "You couldn’t really tell 
the round ness.” 

It was believed the object was 
near Rawley Point that time. 
Wangen said Randall does a lot 
of charting and estimated the 
object's speed at 800 mph 
Wangen thought it was more 
like 1000 mph. 

There were about five or six 
witnesses each time, according 
to the three people who talked 
about it Thursday. Randall said 
the object “flew very erratic — 
side to side, up and down and 
across. The lights were fan¬ 
tastic. For the distance that it 
was, it would have had to be big¬ 
ger than a B-52 or a 747 ." 

Gordon said that he went to 
the Coast Guard Station to view 
the object through binoculars. 
"There were fantastic views we 
were getting through those 
lenses. What a sight! I never 
saw anything like it in my life," 
he said. 

Gordon also said, "Another 
guy said to me, 'I’m glad you 
saw it too, because I thought I 
was crazy."' 

The object, according to the 
police report, could be seen 
barely with the naked eye, but 
clearly with binoculars. 

It still is not certain what ex¬ 
actly the object was that ap 
peared. Perhaps the govern 
ment agency in Milwaukee will 
be able to explain the object 
with the bright lights. And. 
perhaps, the object was a UFO, 
as all of the men believe. 

In a related matter, a lady 
phoned the police station Thurs¬ 
day evening to say she saw 
something in the sky. The police 
report said she claimed it moved 
slowly and had blinking lights 
and that it couldn’t be seen with 
the naked eye. but it could with 
binoculars. She said she has 
seen this in the past also. After 
checking, a policeman reported, 
"What the ladv sees is a star." 
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Local residents spot possible UFO

Bartlett said she saw a red light 
over the object and several silver 
lines flowing down from the 
object similar to pewer-rayi. 

Mrs. Bartlett said she and at 
least 10 other people in the trailer 
court watched the object until 
around 0:35 p.m. when the object 
seemed to be moving off in a 
northwesterly direction and 
disappeared behind the hill 
northwest of Rawlins. She said 
that 'at one point, the object 
seemed to have separated into 
two parts, and that It seemed to 
have-a circle of light surrounding 


it At least three people observed 
the object through field glasses. 
The object held too steady to be a 
plane or helicopter, according to 
Mrs. Bartlett 

“It stood steady in one spot for 
at least 10 minutes,” said Mrs. 
Bartlett. Her husband Jess 
Bartlett concurred. 

Mrs. Bartlett said she could see 
a plane with red and green lights 
near the object and that the plane 
was headed toward it and 
disappeared in the same direc¬ 
tion aa the object

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Millville Policeman, Residents Report Sighting UFO

A Millville police officer said he 
and some 20 Wade East Apart¬ 
ment residents saw two uniden¬ 
tified flying objects northwest of 
Millville at about 9 p.m. last night. 

Off. Samuel Rivera reported he 
was dispatched to the apartment 
complex at 8:55 p m. after receiv¬ 
ing a call from Mrs. Neida Ber¬ 
rios, 118 Wade East Apartments, 
about a UFO she apparently 
observed while driving home with 
her daughter from Vineland. 

The woman reportedly told 
Rivera she was two large bright 
objects in the sky join together and 


become one light while she was 
traveling south on Main Road. 

Rivera said the woman pointed 
out the direction where she saw 
the UFOs and the officer reported 
he was able to see an unidentified 
object standing motionless in the 
sky. 

“I could see what it was and it 
wasn’t a star,” Rivera told the 
Daily this morning. “It wasn’t a 
jet or a plane, otherwise we could 
have heard it.” 

The officer said he then turned 
to ask Mrs. Berrios her full name 
and address and when he looked in 
the sky again, the object was gone. 

Rivera said he and the woman 


moved to another area in the com¬ 
plex where their view would not be 
obstructed by the buildings and 
they found the UFO again, hover¬ 
ing somewhere over Shiloh or 
Salem. 

Before leaving the complex, 
Rivera said he parked near Wade 
Boulevard where he had a better 
view of the object. He said some 20 
residents, many who were “all ril¬ 
ed up,” were now staring at the ob¬ 
ject in the western skies. 

He said that at this time, a se¬ 
cond UFO appeared beneath the 
first UFO and started to circle 
around the bright light In a 
clockwise direction and then flew 


in an easterly direction towards 
the Holly City. 

fHver* said that when the object 
caifie towards the bystanders, it 
resembled a “car with two 
beadUghts." When the UFO was 
overhead, the officer said, the 
lights went out and a red flashing 
light came on. 

Rivera said the object then con¬ 
tinued on and disappeared 
somewhere in the direction of 
Atlanta City. 

The patrolman said he turned to 
look at the other UFO, and after 
about fcght minutes, that object 
vanished also. 

RiverA said one person came up 


to him after the incident and said, 
“I want to tell you something, that 
wasn’t a star and I can promise 
you that.” 

The officer said the 20 persons 
on the scene reportedly told him 
they will be witnesses to the inci¬ 
dent. 

Rivera said another officer, 
Robert Lacaillade, also saw the 
object. The police reportedly con¬ 
tacted the Flight Service Station 
at the Millville Airport and they 
reported there were no airplanes 
or anything in the air last night 
that resembled the UFO. 

However, a spokesman for the 
FAA said the station did not have 


any official report on the matter. 

Police from Vineland, Bridgeton 
and the State Police barracks in 
Port Norris said they did not 
receive any local reports on UFOs 
last night. 

When asked what he thought the 
object was, Rivera replied, “I 
don’t have the slightest idea, but I 
know it’s not a star.” 

“It was interesting and fun to 
watch,” he added.

MUD LAKE — While no one 
has reported seeing or hearing 
anything unusual, Nile Wilding, 
a Mud Lake farmer, believes an 
unidentified flying object land¬ 
ed in his hay field recently.

A check with various police 
authorities, the Federal 
Aviation Administration 
(FAA) tower at Fort Myers, 
Bishop Planetarium in 
Bradenton and, a UFO 
(Unidentified Flying Object) 
research center in the State 
of Washington failed to pro¬ 
duce evidence of what the 
bright object, seen by the 
Stanley Gomiela family was 
in the vicinity of Midway 
Boulevard and U.S. 41. 

As they described it, they 
were driving west on 
Edgewater Boulevard near 
Midway and saw the object 
on the left side of the road. 

Wondering what it was, 
they stopped the car.; When 
they reached their home, they 
saw it again. It-appeared to 
be next to another star, and 
the illumination ; lit up the 
clouds, the family said. The 
object appeared to be about 
as bright and large as a 
streetlight, Gomiela said. 

While motionless for a 
while, the object began 
descending, “fast once” then 
moved in a pattern of loops 
(Gomiela demonstrated the

He said then the object 
began to get dimmer and 
disappeared slowly In the 
trees. 

While still visible at treetop 
level abo«t 9:30 p.m., so were 
several small planes o r 
helicopters, which appeared 
to be following the object. 

The , Gomeila’s spoke with 
a friend, Mike Clement, on 
Port Charlotte Boulevard, 
several blocks kway, and he 
said, he could bee the light. 
However, he observed no 
motion. 

The family said the second 
star had also dii appeared. “It 
was not an afrplane,” said 
Gomeila, “and too big for a 
star.” Heir dayghter, Kathy 
12, sgid the shape appeared 
to heMljgraisaMrtth a jtepe 
around it 

The family said they are 
not science fiction readers 
and only Kathy had seen 
‘Clone Encounters of the 
Third ICind,” a movie -about 
UFOs. They seemed baffled 
and curious by the experience 
and looked for explanations. 

Mrs. Kathleen Gomeila said 
at first she thought her eyes 
were playing tricks on her, 
but was glad to have Kathy 
(with youthful vision) along 
to verify the sighting. 

A check with Punta Gorda 
police, the Charlotte County 
Sheriffs Department and the 
Florida Highway Patrol 
revealed no one had called 
in any reports of sightings 


Monday evening. Police said 
calls of this sort are in¬ 
frequent in this area, a fact 
confirmed by other groups. 
None of the local airports had 
any reports of UFOs, though 
the smaller airports said they 
close operations at dusk, 
though (Hanes go up and 
down through the night. 

Representatives of the 
United States Coast Guard in 
Fort Myers and at the base 
in Clearwater said they had 
received* no UFO reports. Lt. 
Dan Scherer, in public affairs 
for the coast guard at the 
Clearwater airport said even 
if his agency received reports, 
they probably would n o t 
check them out. 

Capt. James Papiaan, at 
MacDill Air Force Base in 
Tampa said Air Force planes 
would not chase something 
down low at night. 

He said the military is no 
longer involved with UFO 
reports, and sightings are 
referred to a Washington 
(state) center for UFO study. 
He said the Air Force urges 
people who think their life 
and property are in danger 
to check with local police 
agencies. 

Scherer said they get a few 
calls at night about UFOs. 
But calls in this part of the 
country are the exception, not 
the fule, said Robert Gribble, 
on the staff of the UFO 
research center in 
JVashington. His a g e n c-y, 
which he said is part of a* 
phenomena research study 
funded by a staff of scientists 
foHovwwp 


Gribble said there are few 
reports of-UFOs in t^ie North 
American continent in the 
summer months. Florida is 
one state which has very few 
reports ever. 

The “biggest sightings oc¬ 
cur in Southern California and" 
Pennsylvania,” he said. The 
UFO center, in operation for 
23 years, has observed no 
marked pattern of specific 
times of the year for 

si ghtings 

Two persons on the west 
coast of Florida, who are 
professional sky watchers, 
had no answers for the 
Gomiela’s, but offered some 
theories for what the object 
might have been. 

Ron Vargo, director of the 
Bishop Planetarium said as 
described, the object could 
not have been a satellite 
because they are dim, and 
generally visible in the sky 
for only a few seconds. 

He said the planet Venus 
is low JftJKbe western sky now, 
in the 6$Zly evening. He said 
sometimes the heat off the 
water and earth can create 
a m ira ge eff e ct and mak e the 
planets appear to move, as 
the light passes through the 
heat in the atmosphere. 

George Baranski, FAA 
supervisor in the tower at the 
Lee County Airport, said 
while no one in the tower 
observed anything matching 
the object seen by the 
Gomeila’s he wasn't going to 
say there was nothing out 
there.

Experts believe UFO tales 


TORONTO (UPI) - Psy¬ 
chologists who hypnotized per¬ 
sons claiming to have been 
kidnapped by space ships say 
they believe the victims were 
telling the truth. They’re just 
not sure the stories were 
"real." 

The psychologists, in reports 
to the American Psychological 
Association s annual conven¬ 
tion, also said the popular 
notion that only “kooks" see 
UFOs was wrong. 

Dr. W.C. McCall of 
Anaheim, Calif., said he used 
hypnosis to make 35 people 
relive their alleged abductions 
by space beings and the 
emotions many of them 
showed “seems to lend creden¬ 
ce to the story that they are 
telling." 


But McCall and Alvin 
Lawson of California State 
University at Long Beach both 
cautioned there is a fine line 
between memories of a real 
event and fantasies so real the 
person believes them even 
under hypnosis. 

“The greatest danger (in 
using hypnosis for UFO 
investigations) ... may be that 
witnesses subtly merge fan¬ 
tasy and reality in close 
encounter reports — without 
witness or hypnotist being 
aware of what is happening.'' 
Lawson said. 

But Lawson stressed, "11 
any part of UFO abductees’ 
narratives can be considered 
true, they will have to be taken 
serknEiy by traditional scien¬ 
ce and scientists in the 
future.” 


Dr. Leo Sprinkle ot the 
University of Wyoming, had 
another theory on how the 
stories of people who claim to 
have been kidnapped by alien 
beings can be "real” yet false. 

Sprinkle said he has tested 
some 150 people of all ages and 
walks of life who claimed to 
have seen UFOs, and about 25 
of them claimed to have been 
abducted or studied by alien 
beings during their experien¬ 
ce. 

”1 have concluded, ten¬ 
tatively, there is little eviden¬ 
ce to support the psychosis 
hypothesis' that only kooks see 
flying saucers." said Sprinkle, 
who added the two UFOs he 
saw spurred his interest in the 
field. 


‘My personal and 
professional bias is to accept, 
tentatively, the claims of UFO 
abductions as 'real, " Sprinkle 
reported to the con vent ion 

"However, I do not know if 
these ‘abductees’ have ex¬ 
perienced physical abduction 
or whether they have 
experienced ‘out of body - 
events. In either case, the 
experiences seem real to the 
abduetee." 

"Out of body" experiences 
are little-known events in 
which persons say their 
"souls" leave their bodies and 
travel around independently^ 
floating across solid walls and 
visiting far off places in a mat¬ 
ter of seconds.

Unlike Abbie Davenport 
who did not go outside to in¬ 
vestigate. John Rojas went out 
into the vard and made an 


effort to observe the UFO. 

The incident began when 
John, who was sleeping 
upstairs in the two story 
home, woke up suddenly 
shortly after 1:30 He said it 
was so light outside his win¬ 
dow that at first he thought it 
was morning and tune to get 
up He also heard i constant, 
loud screeching noise which 
he says had a real high pitch to 
it He looked at the clock and 
noticed that it was shortly 
after 1:30 so he hurried dow n 
the stairs and outside to see 
what was causing the com 
motion 

As he came out onto the 
porch he saw that an ex¬ 
tremely bright light was 
illuminating an area about 30 
feet in diameter He said it 
seemed to be focus,ng on the 
family dog which was upon its 
hind legs, barking as loudly 
it could and straining at tha 
end of its chain 

He then.-went back in and 
woke up sister Sylvia. She 
came out for a moment, 
looked and ran back into the 
house By this time the noise 


had stopped and it was quiet 
except for the dog s barking 

John says he could see an 
oval shape which was glowing 
with an orange-yellow light. 
He couldn't make out the 
outline of any object because a 
bright yellow light, like a 
spotlight would make, was 
shining out of the center of the 
oval. 

“It was really bright, like 
someone shining a large 
flashlight in your eves," said 
John. “I walked around in the 
circle of light Irving to get a 
better angle on it but the light 
followed me around the yard 
and I could never get a good 
look at it.” 

At one point John says he 
was able to get outside the 
circle of light into the 
darkness momentarily but 
that before he could 
distinguish the nature of the 
object the light was shining in 
his eyes again! 

Whatever it was seemed to 
be about 20 feet in length and 
about 100 feet in the air, 
hovering above a large tree in 
the front yard. After what 


John estimates was about 15 to 
20 minutes, the object sud¬ 
denly raised up into the air a 
short way. then silently and 
quickly moved northward, 
disappearing over the house in 
which Abbie Davenport lives. 
John said the bright light 
shone on the ground below the 
object until it was over Lin¬ 
coln Street, then it suddenly 
went out.

“John said he was more 
amazed than scared by his 
close encounter.

After the UFO had 
disappeared, he spent some 
time calming down the dog 
then went inside and visited 
with sister Sylvia about what 
they'd seen 

In the morning they told 
their parents about their 
experience but decided not to 
say anything to anyone else 
for fear they’d “think wed 
gone bananas."

saw the story ol Abbie 
Davenport s sighting just 
across the street and at

Vet another sighting 

Sylvia, her father Raymond 
and a friend Kelvin Wright 
also spotted a UFO Monday 
evening. August 28 when they 
were fishing at the Norton 
Lake 

It was about 11 30 p m and 
they were on the south side of 
the Lake. They saw a large, 
round orange light appear in 
the sky at the far west end of 
the lake. 

“As we watched it. it sud¬ 
denly dropped below the 
horizon, then all of a sudden 
came up again, moved north a 
ways and dropped out of sight 
again. " said Raymond He 
commented that it looked like 
the moon does when it is full 
and first comes up in the east 
when it is big and orange- 
colored before it gets high in

A POLICEMAN OF SANTA FE HAD A "CLOSE ENCOUNTER" WITH A UFO 

Santa Fe, 13 (From our correspondent) - An employee of the provincial 
police, Eduardo Daniel Dest6fani, was last Thursday night near the 
General Belgrano Military Lyceum, in the northern part of this pro¬ 
vince, when he saw at low altitude the flight of "an object the shape 
of • mushroom and with flashes of light roundabout". 

Other local neighbors, living in Gorriti street, confirmed Oist£fani's 
statements and also claimed having seen the strange flying object. 

Dist£fani, interviewed by the evening paper "El Litoral", enlarged 
his version reported to his superiors. He said that the UFO "had a 
circumference of several meters", adding that "it remained in an al¬ 
most static position for some 10 minutes, and then disappeared". 

Meteorological conditions permitted Distefani and the other witnesses 
to observe the UFO in detail. The light flashes -they declared- "were 
faint and intermittent, for which reason at no time were we blinded". 
They regretted not having had a camera. The surprise and strangeness 
of the spectacle kept them from telephoning the Police Chieftaincy, 
until after the curious object disappeared in space.

UFO CAUSES DISEASE - THE COMPLAINT ATTACKED A YOUNG WOMAN WHO SAW IT 

Neuqutfn, 18 (From our correspondent) - The presence of a UFO which 
gave off multicolored lights and moved through the provincial space 
from east to west, according to the account of a bewildered neighbor 
of this city who saw it together with his wife and two daughters, 
caused strange discomforts to one of the girls, which had no logical 
explanation, according to the doctors to which she was taken. 

The news of the appearance of the flying saucer, which coincide with 
the presence of these debated objects in several places of the pre- 
cordilleran region in these latitudes, has caused great commotion and 
a generalized psychosis which affected almost all the local community. 

The UFO was seen for a long time by Pablo Burgos, his wife and the 
girls, 15 and 11, who were driving a car near the Bouquet Roldan dis¬ 
trict, some 15 blocks from the center of this capital. 

According to what was learned from the qualified witness, who was 
accompanied in his statements to the authorities by his wife and 
daughters, corroborating and enlarging the information on the event, 
the UFC was| seen for "quite a while". "It travelled from east to 
west at a great rate of speed and at a good altitude -stated Burgos, 
still moved-, and it had a shape similar to that of a tire". 

He added that "the weirdest about this phenomenon was the multicolored 
light it gave off. At times -he added- it was metallic orange, then 
blue, then white, yellow and even violet". At the time of the saucer's 
appearance the couple and the daughters stopped their car to watch 
with more attention. Thus they could notice that the silence in the 
city was complete. It was approx. 23.30 and strangely there were al¬ 
most no cars around. 

The Burgos first commented this event with sorrie friends and some time 
later with the authorities, the news leaking to the news media, ob- 
viousjy interested in the occurrence. 

But the most extraordinary thing about this strange phenomenon was the 
experience of one of the daughters. She is fifteen, and her name has 
not been given; a short while after the incident with the saucer, she 
started feeling strange symptoms of physical discomfort without any 
explanation. (These symptoms were not disclosed in any paper-J.T.). 
Attended by a doctor who is a friend of the family, as <aas learned, 
he could not make any precise diagnosis about the etiology of the 
discomfort, although her state improved almost at once, the symptoms 
of the"space disease" disappearing within a few hours, without 
recurring.

THERE'S A IFO INVASION IN THE SOUTH 

The appearance of UFOs in Rfo Negro and Neuquen has unleashed an un¬ 
precedented expectancy in the region. Tens of people camped outside 
to observe the strange unidentified engines. The wave of coincident 
testimonies from different places about the presence of luminous 
objects created a collective psychosis in the population. Several re¬ 
porters saw a flying saucer in the Cutral-C6 cemetery. The craft 
seemed to hover and gave off green, red and blue flashes. White 
lights that seemed messages appeared intermittently. Then a second 
UFO was sighted. On the other hand, a gigantic UFO was seen in 
Neuqu6n . When the craft approached a car the latter stopped and 
could not be restarted. Also in Neuquen several people saw a leaden 
oval object. The accounts, including those of security forces, indi¬ 
cated that a luminous cloud was seen in the sky. 

General Koca, RTo Negro - Multiple testimonies on the appearance of 
UFOs in the RTo Negro and Neuquen provinces have unleashed an un¬ 
precedented expectancy in the region, to such an extent that tens 
of people camped outside last night to observe the strange engines. 

The interest in the UFOs increased when coincidental versions were 
obtained in different places about the presence -last Tuesday night- 
of luminous objects which crossed the skies of both provinces caus¬ 
ing quite a collective psychosis in the population. The wave of tes¬ 


timonies from different places was virtually unleashed last Friday 
Iwhen after 2300 a boy came running to the branch of the "Rfo Negro" 
paper in Cutral-Co, 90 km to the West of Neuquen, and stated that he 
had sighted a flying saucer behind the local cemetery. Immediately 
reporters of the morning paper went to the spot and saw that "a 
luminous object was apparently flying away, spinning, and at the same 
time ascending from an altitude over the cemetery's portal and at a 
distance we could not exactly establish". They added they followed 
the object's path and stopped approx, a kilometer further on, at a 
very dark spot, while they noticed that the craft seemed to be hover- 
Ing, at times giving off green, blue and red flashes". "At that 
time we tried to photograph the phenomenon -they stated- but only 
big blobs of light came out!" 

The following day the reporters again went to the spot after mid¬ 
night, accompanied by two operators from Superama TV Channel 3, 
Cutral-Co's closed circuit. After stating that no traces at all were 
found, after some minutes they saw that the object could again be 
seen to the left, considerably displaced from its position of the 
previous day. "We again decided to follow it, always through a dark 
area, until we reached route #VJ towards El Sauce. There we stopped 
with the car pointing to the object, which at that time seemed to 
hover and was always emitting the flashes with the previously indi¬ 
cated colors, while white flashes appeared intermittently, which 
seemed messages addressed to another object. It was at that moment 
when in a straight line and in the opposite direction we sighted a 
second object identical to the first", he added. This capital had 
several UFO witnesses, among them Jorge de Macedo, a known local 
resident who statedthat he was in the area of the Air Club on 
Tuesday night, where he went "spurred on by curiosity since he had 
heard several remarks on the passage of UFOs over that place". De 
Macedo said that around 21.30 he sighted from his car a luminous, 
very bright object, which stopped overhead for approx. 10 minutes: 

"it was a perfectly definable object, it was not a flash of light or 
a 1 urninotechnica 1 wonder, it was something rather sober, of gigantic 
size". He then explained that it was something like "three or four 
cars In tandem", and then said chat the object came even closer to 
the car, which stopped suddenly, without his being able to restart it. 

In the city of Neuquen, 45 km from here and a few minutes from the 
previous event, several people observed a similar phenomenon, among 
them the members of a family who did not want to identify themselves 
and some football players who were playing a match In the #1 Sport 
Center. One of them, called Gueiman, stated it was a white-leaden oval 
object, a testimony which was corroborated by two foodstuff distri¬ 
butors who v/ere returning from San Carlos de Bariloche to the capital 
of Neuquen. Neighbors of the Garden district, located near that air¬ 
field also stated having seen for 20 minutes at a very low altitude 
an d a t slow speed, a circular UFO with a hole in the middle and seem¬ 
ing to be transparent. Many people in the temporary village of El 
Choc6n, on the banks of the Li may river's hyd roelectric dam, also claim 
ed having seen a UFO last Tuesday night, describing it as white- 
leaden in color. The phenomenon was witnessed by almost all the po¬ 
pulation, with very little difference in time with the testimonies 
from the cities of the High Valley of Rfo Negro and Neuquen. The 
accounts included those of the Security Forces who have jurisdiction 
in the area, and unanimously stated that at 20.30 a kind of luminous 
cloud of a white-leaden color was seen in the sky, which moved in a 
NW-SE direction. The collective version states that it was first 
sighted by one of the neighbors who advised the rest and at once 
there was a general stampede, including the five provincial policemen 
of the village and the gendarmes who were on duty at the community's 
entrance barrier. 

It was also learned here that on May 2nd Mrs. Elida Pelaez de Corleto, 
a first grade teacher in the #1 Frontier School at Bariloche, who was 
returning with her husband from a trip to Puerto Madryn, detected the 
presence of a strange object shining in the sky in the Dinahuapi 
district, some 10 km from the city of Bariloche. Mrs. Corleto even 
took some photographs (see clipping from La Naci6n dated 8/26, page 
13 of these translations), and her husband, employed at the Bariloche 
casino and who also works as a member of the patrolling ski team of 
the Cerro Catedra1, did the same. The photographs posed some doubts, 
both to the Chief of meteorology at the Bariloche airport, Roberto 
Taddeo, and to Roque Coquibiut, AerolTneas Argentines chief of 
flight schedules, both agreeing that "it is a cloud'!. In Fernandez Oro, 
near Cipolletti and 30 kn west of here, the owners of the old enter¬ 
prise Valle Vial were advised by an automobilist of the path of a 
UFO last Tuesday at 21.40. "It was -said Florencio Blanco, Hfctor 
Blanco and Mabel GarcTa de Blanco- an oval object which gave off an 
incandescent white light and it was seen for 15 minutes". In Colonia 
Catriel, an oil town bordering with La Pampa province, on the banks 
of the Colorado river some 80 km to the north of here, several 
neighbors sighted a UFO on Tuesday at around 2200 hrs.

A "CRAFT" RUINED THEIR BARBECUE 

Bahfa Blanca, 24 (From our correspondent) - Jos£ Antonio Virbilio, 
Ismael Contreras and Norberto Albornoz believe that in order to eat 
a good barbecue you first have to make sure no flying saucer is 
around. The day before yesterday they were hunting in a camp in 
Coronel Dorrego, and at night put the meat on to eat it with a good 
bread and a good wine. At 21.30 they were about to eat when they 
heard strange noises from a source they could not define. 

They immediately noticed a strong sulphur odor and also verified 
that the meat took on a suspicious violaceous color and the bread had 
turned into a sponge.

In that same direction 
which communicates with the Lavalle Dept., Arturo Serralta, also a 
local resident, sighted the UFO, recounting together with other re¬ 
sidents of the San Miguel district, also of Lavalle Dept., that "the 
luminosity it gave off projected clear shadows of animals and trees"; 
the same happened with the residents of the village El Tapon who saw 
the object, which finally disappeared at a great rate of speed. 

- Cases In Chile 

Santiago, Chile (EFE) - UFOs south and north of the territory are 
once again arousing the imagination of the Chileans, who ask temse1ves, 
What are they looking for and from where do they operate? The fact is 
that appearances are being registered from one end to the other, it 
being stated that everything suggests a "deliberate action by extra¬ 
terrestrial visitors". In the last days there were several testimonies, 
some of them surprising, which are added to several other cases. From 
La Serena, 480 km north of this capital, it was reported that a 
young man of 25 had been hospitalized since last Thursday, his name 
being kept secret. Affected by a nervous breakdown, he claims having 
seen two extraterrestrial beings that day at night in the El Arrayan 
ravine. He was found on the Panamerican Highway by an interprovincial 
bus. He told the Chilean police that when he was in the El Arrayan 
ravine he saw descending from a big very luminous spaceship, two tall 
beings of human shape. At first he felt paralized and then ran away 
until he fainted in the highway. 

Eight pilots from the Air Club of Temuco, 750 km from this capital, 
claimed having seen from the air base of Maquehua several UFOs 
which maneuvered in the area. A similar event occurred in the city of 
Pitrufquen, and the same thing happened in Valdivia and further south 
in Chile. The most surprising event is the one told by the occupants 
of a launch which was navigating in the Corral bay between the small 
ports of Amargo and Corral. The baggage it carried included a dozen 
used and useless fluorescent tub^es, which the pilot's wife intended 
to use as ornaments. At the appearance of the UFOs, the crew saw 
how the tubes lighted up, the boat being turned into a luminous spot 
in the sea. In spite of their panic, the crew could see how one of 
the UFOs climbed and disappeared at a great rate of speed, darkness 
returning to the boat. In the north, 400 and 600 km from here, UFOs 
were also reported. Last Wednesday some drivers claimed having seen 
a UFO between the cities of La Serena and Coquimbo, with two figures 
inside wearing a kind of helmet similar to those used by miners. The 
helmets gave off a strange fosforescence .

FASCINATING UFO FLIGHT 

Necochea, 7 (From our correspondent) - The local morning paper "Ecos 
Diarios" publishes today extensive information on the alleged appear¬ 
ance of UFOs in the region. 

In a first page - 6 column note under the title "Close Encounter with 
a UFO in La Dulce"-, the paper refers to an alleged succession of UFO 
appearances registered by residents of this city and of the towns of 
San Cayetano and La Dulce. 

"The latter is the one with the most relevant features, says the paper, 
while adding that "a family living in a camp establishment in Nicanor 
Olivera (La Dulce Station) claimed having lived through a fascinating 
experience". "The couple formed by Mr. Manuel Arias and his wife, Mrs. 
Beatrix Turiella de Arias, reported that there was a blackout the night 
of August 31st last, at 0950 pm". "They immediately were attracted by 
an extraordinary luminosity coming from a certain sector of the es¬ 
tablishment through which passes a high voltage conductor", says the 
paper. 


"There we could see the movement of the small lights until they dis¬ 
appeared to reappear as two silouettes or shapes difficult to describe 
which at times moved very slowly", the Arias explained. 

"They seemed to be suspended in the air, and it was as if they avoided 
obstacles such as palisades and wire fencing", they added. The experien 
ce lasted approx, one tense hour and the following day Mrs.Arias decid¬ 
ed to consult a physician and also a cardiologist as a consequence of 
her distressing experience, according to the paper. 

"The Arias expressed that the following day -it says- they found no 
traces in the area but they thought it was strange that in the course 
of the appearance they heard no dogs barking as they usually do when¬ 
ever something unusual happens". 

The Arias are not science fiction readers but are very cultured and 
confessed not having seen any films on the subject, which leaves out 
any influence of that kind", explains "Ecos Diarios". "On the other 
hand, a distinguished neighbor of San Cayetano, Mr. Lorenzo Parrachini, 
saw an intensely luminous object hovering above some trees -he says- 
at a time when the town was darkened as a consequence of a blackout. 

He then tried to find other witnesses of the unusual event and, not 
being successful, returned to the spot to see the UFO moving away, 
giving off an intense greenish light. It was 23.15". 

"Finally, neighbors of Necochea's park district Nueve de Julio reported 
having seen the motion of a strange object which was also seen by the 
passengers of cars moving along provincial route 86", ends the paper.

UFO IS PERSECUTED IN URUGUAY FOR ALMOST TWO HOURS 

Montevideo, 10 (UPI) - Maybe inspired in the "Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind" movie which caused furore in Uruguay, some 200 people 
chased a presumed UFO for more than an hour and a half, and vainly 
tried to communicate with its supposed occupants. The adventure, which 
happened in the mediterranean city of Tacuarembo, 300 km north of Mon¬ 
tevideo, is commented today by the local press, which reproduces state¬ 
ments from some witnesses. 

"It was a thrilling experience. It had (the UFO) an oval shape, some¬ 
what diffuse and was full of small rings of lights. It gave off such 
an intense luminosity that it could not be looked at continuously, and 
irritated the eyes. From the craft came out lights of different colors: 
red, white, blue and yellow, which always interchanged in an unusual 
level of intensity", said Mayol Cobas, in charge of a bus station. 

Witnesses stated that they followed the UFO's trajectory in their cars 
and tried to establish some kind of contact using the cars' horns and 
lights, but with no success.

UNKNOWN TRACES COULD BE UFO'S 

Bahia Blanca, 10 (From our correspondent) - In an open area near the 
locality of Saldungaray, some 80 km from this city, an adolescent and a 
farm laborer discovered a strange trace presumably left by an extra¬ 
terrestrial ship which landed on the spot. The strange traces -which 
have caused commotion in all the local residents on account of the 
possible visit of beings from another planet- have the shape of an 
gular star and near each of its upper points two rectangular quite deep 
traces remained impressed on the ground. 

The discovery was made approximately 20 days ago by the son of the owmam 
of the field where the strange event occurred, Juan Carlos Galduroz, 
and laborer Domingo Alonso, and in spite of the time elapsed and the 
rains that fell in the region, the strange trace -which doesn't seem 
to have been made with known mechanical elements- remains unchanged. 

* Star Shape 

The strange mark presumably left by a "flying saucer" or UFO, according 
to the name given it by experts and which has caused a great stir among 
the local residents, has the shape of an irregular four-point star, 
which issues a rectangle approx. 5 cm wide and 6m long. 

On the ohter hand, almost a meter from each of the star's upper points, 
are marked on the terrain -a hillock of stony ground far away from the 
houses- two rectangles approx. 20 cm deep. These marks, in spite of the 
twenty days elapsed after their discovery, maintain an almost perfect 
cutting edge. 

One of these strange traces is located amidst a shrub called "Viscacha'j 
straw", which shows evident signs of having been crushed by a heavy 
weight. 

- Another Strange Luminous Case 

Necochea, 10 (From our correspondent) - Agriculturist Nicolas Iturrald^ 
a neighbor of this city, declared he witnessed a strange luminous phe¬ 
nomenon which adds to others recently reported in the region.

Three Athens youths have 
reported seeing a creature Sunday 
night they call another “Big-foot.” 
The youths claim to have seen a 
creature they described as being 
“big, hairy and smelly with long 
drooping arms and pink eyes.” The 
creature was reportedly seen at the 
“Blue Hole” fishing and swimming 
creek located off Townsend Ford 
Rd. in the western portion of 
Limestone County. 

David Conley, age 17, Lavert 
Ave., Stanley Eastep, age 16, 1207 
7th Ave., and Ronnie Loonie, age 
15, Second Ave., were fishing for 
catfish in Blue Hole on Sunday 
night when the incident allegedly 
occured. 

David, Stanley and Ronnie were 
fishing in Blue Hole at about 9:30 
p.m. Sunday night. The campfire 
the boys had built was beginning to 
die down so Stanley asked David to 
take his car and drive a bit further 
down the backwoods dirt road to 
pick up some additional fire wood. 


David was a bit reluctant at first 
but decided to get the firewood 
anyway. As he drove further into 
the woods the headlights on the car 
flashed on something in the 
distance. “I saw these pink eyes,” 
David said, “and drove further into 
the woods "and I heard something 
growl. At first I thought it was just 
a deer or something. I got the 
headlights on it and it started to 
come towards the car. I threw the 
car in reverse and got out of 
there.” David said. 

Stanley and Ronnie were back at 
the fishing site when they said 
David came charging back 
shouting, ‘ Come on.’ 

There’s something up here and it’s 
really big.’” 

Stanley and Ronnie said they 
thought David was just kidding at 
first and went back to their 
business of fishing. After David 
continued to insist, however, the 
other boys got into the car to go in 
vestigate what was going on. 


After the other two boys got into 
the car, they proceeded back into 
the woods to investigate. When 
they got to the point where David 
had initially seen the creature they 
stopped and shown the car lights 
once again down the creek em¬ 
bankment towards the water 
where David had seen the thing. 

“I was revving the engine up on 
my car so the lights would be bet¬ 
ter,” Stanley said. “My battery is 
kinds low so I was doing this to get 
the lights up.” The boys said that 
even though the engine was loud at 
the time, they could hear 
something trampling through the 
woods. “Suddenly, the creature 
broke out of the brush on my side of 
the car,” Stanely said. “It was 
about eight feet from the car. I 
shoved it in reverse and headed 
back to town 90 to nothing,” 
Stanley said. 

The boys described the creature 


as being very biR, eight or nine feet 
tall, blackish-brown in color with 
glowing pink eyes, with long hang¬ 
ing arms; making a breathing kind 
of growl and possessing a peculiar 
smell. They said they had noticed 
the same smell earlier but had not 
paid any attention to it. 

All three agreed they had never 
seen anything like it before. “I’ve 
never seen a man this big before,” 
David said, “and I don't think it 
was a man dressed up in a suit.” 
David said he didn’t think it could 
have been a bear either because 
bears did not stand on their hind 
legs for such a long period of time.

“It don’t make sense. It's one of those 
things you hear about, but I never thought 
I’d be the one it would happen to,” Bill 
Philpot said Thursday. 

Philpot was victimized in the most 
recent strike in an apparent series of 
Benton County animal mutilations. 
Philpot found one of his 225-pound white¬ 
faced Angus calves mutilated Wednesday 
evening on his ranch west of Cave 
Springs. 

The calf had been drained of blood, and 
its right eye, tongue, and sex organs had 
been cut out, Philpot said. And there was 
no sign of struggle, no footprints, not 
anything to indicate who had committed 
the crime or how it had been done, ac¬ 
cording to Sgt. John Green of the Benton 
County Sheriffs office. 

The last reported cases of animal 
mutilation in Benton County occured in 
April During that month, eight animals 
were mutilated in Bella Vista, Pea Rkfee 
and Little Flock. The Midwest has ex¬ 
perienced most of the cases of animal 
mutilation which are occuring across 
North America. Some cases have even 
occurred on other continents, according 
to a newsletter about the subject. 

The death of the calf in Cave Springs 
fits closely the description of many of the 
mutilations, little blood, no signs of 


have placed the blame on everything 
from witchcraft to unidentified flying 
objects 

“I never heard or saw a thing, not even 
a dog hart,” Philpot said. He said his 
neighbors, who have dogs, didn't hear 
anything, nor did a renter on his property. 
Philpot added that whoever did the 
mutilation would have had to walk to the 
site, a pond within view of his house. 

Philpot usually checks his 45 head of 
cattle twice a day, hut it had been about 24 
hours between the last time he checked 
and the discovery Wednesday 

“I’ll tell you one thing, if it happens 
again, the sheriffs won't need no hand¬ 
cuffs when they come out here," Philpot 
declared. “They claim the mutilators 
never hit the same place twice, but you 
never know 

*T think they would have had to use a 
poison dart because you can’t walk up to a 
calf in the field and catch him.” 

The Benton County Sheriffs Office is 
continuing its investigation into the 
matter 

The sheriffs officcd at one time con¬ 
sulted the Anthropology Department at 
the University of Arkansas on the 
mutilation cases 

Dr. Jerome Rose, assistant professor of 
anthropology at the university, called the 
cases “witchcraft in the European 


tradition.” Northwest Arkansas is known 
as a center of witchcraft activity, and 
altars have been found recently in the 
county, although the sheriffs office has 
recently downplayed the altars, saying 
they may be the work of pranksters. Sgt 
Green also said there is no reason to 
believe the altars are connected to the 
mutilations, as no fresh animal parts 
ha ve been found on them. 

Rose, however, said “witchcraft is a 
belief in the supernatural based on the 
worship of nature.. .Since one of the 
major aspects of nature is reproduction, 
the ceremonies involve reproduction in a 
simulated form. So consequently the 
organs taken (in the mutilations) are 
compatible with that system of religion 
Exactly what they would do with them 
would depend on which particular cplt we 
are dealing with " 

Rose speculated that the animals 
mutilations, if they followed the 
established cycle of witchcraft, should 
have ended early in May, because that 
was the time of the major ceremonies. 

Rose was puzzled that animals are 
being mutilated to obtain organs which 
are available from a companies like one 
in Chicago that sells everything from 
cow's blood to hat whiskers 

“Why would someone want to run the 
risk of mutilating an animal 9 " Rose 
asked “They don’t want to be discovered

He said that he did not think 
it was a bear track but he couldn’t be cer¬ 
tain. 

Officer Joe Henning said he and Officer 
Doug Gay. who had investigated the latest 
call from Mrs Ernest Vandegrift, the neigh¬ 
bor who made the original claim, admitted 
hearing a thud and an unusual grunting 
sound outside when he and Gay were inside 
the house talking to the woman. Up until 
that moment. Henning said that he had not 
felt that there was anything to substantiate 
the story He says he's not quite so sure 
now.
